Qaean's Plain Words. 

London, Oct 24.— ^e ministers and 

their supporters ar" "<■«■ ri>Mll7lri -r that 
they plunged into the war with reckless 
haste and tha queen's messages — in 
which she speaks of "dearly-bought 
vlctorlea" end "dreadful loss of Wfe"— 
indicate with a plainnes.s which she has 
never before permitted herself to in- 
dulge in under lika eircttmatances her 
disapproval of the war. The BriUah 
force* in Natal have already lost In 
killed or woundto nearly r,nn m<^n in 
three days' fighting. Tbe squadron of 
hnssfkra and aactlon of moooM 
tafaatry wbloh pursued tbe Bosra lib, 
ter tha first fight at Olencoe (last FrU 
day) ara gtUi mlMlag. 

Kurope Will' Interfere. 
Berlin, Oct 24.— Telegrams from 
Brussels announce that in the Trans- 
vaal legsitlon circle it is stated that 
France and Russia will not permit tbe 
annexation of the Tranavaal and Or* 
ange I-^ree State to England. 



Xxmdon. Oct. 24.>-the press Is enabled 
to give authoritatively Canada s final 
proposition for a permanent settlement 
of tbe Alaska dleputa 

It la very different from iter former 
dfmands and was delivered to tbe 
United States Ambassador Choate by 
the Canadian minister of marine and 
flsherlest Sir Ldola Hemy Davlei iat« 
tha nlgbrt before tbe latter sailed and 
dispatdied to Washington by the offi- 
cials of the Unlttd mtas ambaMjr. it 
is as follows: 

"That tha boundary Una "ba arbi- 
trate upon teroiiS sii^ilar to those im- 
posed by the United States and Great 
Britain over Vanesuela, particularly 
those provisions making 60 years' oc- 
cupancy by eithar aidf conotoalTe ev- 
idence of tJtle. occiiptnc]r.o( than 
tbat period to be taken as equity al- 
lows under international law. 

"That, as a condition preoedeiM to 
and absolutely preliminary arbltifa- 
tlon. Skagway and Dyea would be con- 
ceded to tha tJtiited StaiiM without 
further claim it Canada raoslvad Pyr- 
amid harbor." 

In other words Canada gives up 
much of tbe disputed gold country 
in return M a iaaport but stipulates 
that she must get the latter before she 
agrees to arbitrate the boundary line. 

The propositions of Sir Louis Henry 
Danes were made privately and were 
apparently tha result of an nnexpeeted 
commuaication from hia government 
for Sir L^uis the day previous ex- 
pressed no knowledge that he was em- 
powered to feMMa MNib anf««otaf pro- 
IMsala 

The Canadian starfeHintu has hereto- 
fore insistently denied the United 
6dn(antlbii tttiit O^ea and Skag- 
way must first be cieded to tbe United 
States before further treating on the 
subject and his siiddf-n change of 
front and the concession of the two 
feuch Important points ara apparently 
Intended aa a coup and Mr. Choate was 
found, to a certain extent, unprepared. 
The only reply that he could make was 
that he would inform the authorities 
at Waririagton and await ihair ad- 
vices as bis instructions did not eon- 
template such a change of base by 
Can ad a. 

The press Is reliably informed tbat 
Canada's new position was greatly In- 
fluenoed by imperial preMure and it 

can be atated definitely that Mr. 
Chamberlain advif-cd cance.s.sion as 
much as possible in order to ga4n a 
port of entry free from UnMed States 
control with tbe professed reason thst 
commercial advantages would accrue 
therefrom. 

A Stroog Naval Station. 

But it is said that tha uHarior mo- 
tive is to inersase British naval 
strength by making Pyramid Harbor a 
strong naval station. 

Regardiog tbe probable action of tbe 
Unttad Statea in these altered condi- 
tions, British official opinion is tbat 
the United States, having been granted 
Dyea and Skagway. can t)i>t ^e^lse to 
accept the ideu'Ucal form of arbitration 
they compelled England to take toward 
Venezuela. This courss Is contingent 
upon the United States, deciding that 
the old Bering country Is mors waiva- 
ble than Pyramid Harbor. 

E^-Congreesman Jaimes H. Lewis, 
wlio conferred with Mestr*. Davie* and 
Choate regarding the fifalms of the 
Anu-rican miners involved In the dis- 
pu>led territory, is opposed to giving 
np Pyramid Harbor. He pointed out 
to Mr. Choate that Canada would have 
an Important depot for storehouses and 
Bhip[iin.i.' wlu>n(f> slie couki seriously 
undersell the United States and injure 
her trade in the Orient and also tbat 
Great Britain would sefturs Invaluable 
strategical advantages. 

At the commii>£ion's next sitting 
Minister Davies' strongly opposed the 
claims whidi he represented being 
considered In conjunction with the 
boundary dispute and Mr. Choate up- 
held this vlfw, though Mr. Lewis has 
succeeded in securing aasurance that 
they will be treated in conjunction with 
Canada's claims for seal destruction, 
L#w^t said; "I am satisfied with the 
MtOlM of my mission, it is sure the 
Mnerlcan miners will now get justice."

Washington, O0t 24.— At tha cabi- 
net meeting the most important topic 
discussed was the condition of tha 
treasury in its relation to the atrin- 
gancy of tha money market NbChlng 
Willi be dona Ik prpaant to relieve the 
situation as it Is 'believed in the nat- 
ural course of everits tb" heavy war 
expenditures will reduce tbe lar^ sur- 
plus in the treasury. 

The cabinet decided to allow vessels 
purchased by American citizens to en- 
gage in Philippine interisland trade. 
Under the laws of the United Sute*. 
f^rslga vessels cannot engage in 
ooaatwise trade and as all tbe trading 
Spaniah flag much embarraesment re- 
sulted. Many of thf^ae vessels have 
now passed into American hands and 
the secretary of war will ahortly Issna 
an order permitting them to fly the 
American flag and enjoy all the priv- 
ilegps ot American rcRlster. 

Information was placed before th* 
cabinet showlag that about 800 nagRMi 
employed by government contractors at 
Key west bad been thrown out of thair 
Jobs by the yellow fever at that point 
and that many of them were In deatl- 
tuta oircumaUneaa oaMbg io tha inip- 
pression of work. 

The contractors will be informod 
that they mu.st re.sunif operations, at 
least to the extent of employing tbesa 
men.

Atlantm Qa., Ooi;, 24..— Tha conven- 
tion of th* conniilaaloner-of Agricul- 
ture of the southern states opaned 
here.

The moat aoathinic deaaneUttoii that 

haa lately been uttered against the truata 
comea from ex-Senator W. D. Waahburn, 
the diatinguished Minneaota Repablioan. 
Hia interview ia too lengthy to pvbliah 
in full, but the Bdllbtiii gtvaa amM of 
hie Btronfiest declarations : 

"I most decidedly do not agree wilh 
Senator Hanna on bit propoaition .that 
the formation of combinea of capital 
must redound to the benefit of labor," 
said Mr. Washburn. "He certainly ia 
wrong. There ia nothing compatible in 
his position of atandlng for protection of 
the American laborint; man and for tbe 
organization of capital for the parpoae of 
controlling great induatriea." 

"Hanna pointa to what he terma tbe 
preaent proaperous condition of labor as 
the result of trade oombinationa," waa 
■uggeated. 

**Thm that proiperUy is jicftfiota. 1/ it 
exiitB U eannol eonHnue. HTky, Uu propoai' 
tion is ahmrd. Trusts <tir not formed for 
the purpose of Mjnng the laborer, but for t?ie 
purpoteof getting larger projilt out of invett- 
merU. *, • * 

"It io tbe boaat of the advocatea 
of the trusts that the price of 
their producta is reduced to the con- 
anmar. That laaaening of price can only 
be btoni^t abont, if the profit ia at the 
same time to be increaaed, by lowering 
the charges for turning the raw material 
into the mannfactnred article and pnt- 
ting that article into tbe handa of the 
oonaumer. When a triut geta control of 
a certain line of manufacturA competi- 
tion diaappeara, and just enough of the 
mannfactnred artide ia tamed ont to 
Bupply the demand. There ia no exceaa 
on the market. If the means of matni- 
facture exceed the necessary limit the 
milla are abut down and men thrown out 
of employmttit It may be that thoae 
who remain employed may receive tbe 
old wage for the purpose of making a 
good appearance; those atill remaining 
employed may even be given alightlr 
higher wagai, Bnt the reanlt ia a laaaen- 
ing of the amount paid in the total for 
the production of the article or commod- 
ity. Labor receivea leaa of tbe total 
valne of tbe prodoct It ia impoaaible 
that labor should be benefited. On the 
contrary, llie very purjMse of the IniM /.t lu 
take Io ilulf nome portion of the ainount jiaid 
for labor." 

"It protection haa made truata poaaible. 
then I believe protection should be with- 
drawn from tbe induatriea into which 
the truata have entered. • • • 

"Protaetion la for tbe weak, not for the 
stroi^g. It would be fair, humane, proper 
to protect the infant in its mother's 
arma, but no one wanta to go to the extent 
of protecting the bmwliag giant who 
goes about preying on bis neighbors. 
Here ia the theory that should he applied 
to tbe trusts. America ia and haa been 
the great developer of the indifid- 
nal, there have hitherto been ae hwdi- 
caps placed on individual possibilities. 
Every man, according to bis capacity, 
baa made out hia own deatiny. Tbe 
great (ortnnea of to^ atarted >from 
very small beginninga in almoat every 
instance, l»it ihf man who attemplctl to carve 
out a fortune fur hiintelf to-day with lillk to 
begin op vxnM have a long, hard row to hoe. 
When I was a yonng man there was no 
great centralization of wealth. At the 
time I came to Mioneapolia there were 
no great fortanea and no great induatriea 
here. There were a lot of yonng M«n, 
moat of them coming from the fields, as 
most of the energy and individuality of 
tbia country baa, engaged in business in 
a amall way. Competition between them 
was very aharp and every man of the lot 
had his opportunity. He had to reckon i 
only with men like myaelf. 1 wau io the 
lumber buaineao in a very modest way ;

We did not have to tnwUe to trufl» or com 
binaHont of cairital. Many of thete men 
luooeeded in life beyond their mott tanguine 
expMbOiom. Bot tli«y did it ia a fair, 
honorable way. Do you luppoie Att U 
wnUd have been pottible for any of thoie men 
Io tueoeed, withlhetlart they had, in the turn- 
ber or fkmr burimm if they had to amtend 
with the oondMoM Hal nm* «rMf / do 
nol. • * • 

"Here'a the propoaition : A troat owna 
or oontrola milla ia» let na aay, St. Lonia, 
BUBiieapolla, MUwwikee. Doloth, Chi- 
cago and perhaps in the Eitat. All theae 
milla are directed from a point remote 
from many of them, the object of the di- 
rectora being to gal ail the aiober poeai 
ble ont of the inveatment. Labor condi- 
tions may be essentially different in St. 
Iionia and Minneapolia. It may cost 
mora to make flour in St. Louia than In 
MinBeapolia. The troat diraetoni, in or- 
der to t qualize the cost for their whole 
ayatem, reduce wages at St. Louia. There 
ia a atrlke. They have no local intereata 
in St. Lonia, the market only reqnlrea ao 
niu' h flour. Very well, they say, shut 
down the St. Louis mills. The mills 
clooe, hundreds of men are thrown out of 
employment, bnt the truat ban increaaed 
ita revenues, and what redreaa ia there 
for the f't. Louis workmen who have been 
thrown out? None, for it ia not to bo 
contemplated that a univeraal atrike 
would folldw. The preaent aocalled 
flour truat will wreck itself this way, the 
more readily from the fact that it has not 
been able to control ali of tbe mills. 

"So the truH i$ not only a menace to the 
workingman, but to the maU oapitaHU, vho, 
Ifd away by the promises of large retitrm, in- 
ve»t8 in trutt tlockt. That ia where tbe 
great danger la to Uia oommerdal inter- 
eeta of the ooantry. The truata have 
been floated now when we are at the 
floodtide of a prosperity. Their stocks 
have been enormously watered, and great 
f jrtnnea are made by the promotara. 

"Sometime and aomewhere there ha$ got to 
be a process of liquidation. W/ien that time 
comet tiie workmen under the trusts will find 
their apparent prosperity disappear. Wages 
will be cut mih unsparing hand in the Jbrd 
^ort to make a good showing on the trust bal- 
ance Strikes will ensue, the trusts will 
be crippled and the stockholders and working- 
men will be enguJIfed in the same tea qf dis- 
tress." 

"You take a deaperato view^f the dtn 

ation." 

"The aituatlon Itaelf ia deaperate. It ia 
un-Ameriean. It ia Impoaaible that this 
people should allow to continue a condi- 
tion which handicaps individual eflbrt. 
I am not inclined to be a pessimist, but I 
am forced to view the aituatlon with 
alarm." 

"There should be no hesitancy in ap- 
plying tbe ax to tbe root of the evil, and 
if protection <rf'the truat induatriea ia re- 
aponalble for tbe truata, then protection 

must go, and mind yon, I am a firm be- 
liever in the theory and practice of pro- 
tection. It has bred trusts in some de- 
gree. 

"It must be so far repealed. And lic- 
aiat that I am a Republican and a good 
one. State Legialaturea abouid take the 
matter op eameatly and in conjunction 
with tbe National Qoveroment should 
enact laws making combinations of cap- 
ital impoaaible. How is that to be done ? 
I don't know. I am aimply pointing out 
the evil. Tbe law-makera mnat find the 
remedy. And they will find it." 

"Jndividualitm, as against combinations, 
must mm&e or the RepubUe wiU have lost its 
meaning and U$ mittion. No men should be 
put In office wlio are in sym]>athy vrith trusts 
or triuUmakers. The people can easily 
identify theae men, and if tbe votera are 
properly arooaed there will be no donbt 
of what they will do."
